But events 
over the years —

recent events — throw doubt on 
the readiness of the Vietnamese 
for democracy.

by Buddhist 
leaders, 
until the 
present group of generals took

Although Buddhists make up 80 
per cent of the population, in the 
showdown

lacked

support. Ky used the army to 
crush the uprising.

kind of opposition. 
Disgusting
